4 keys make up 
good backhand

Michael Chang provides a good ex¬ 
ample of how to hit a backhand with 
consistency and pace. If you've ever 
seen Chang's groundstrokes, you know • 
that because of his 
exceptional speed 
he is able to set up 
early for his shot. 

There are four 
keys to a good 
backhand: 

1) Prepare early 
with both knees 
bent. Bring your 
racquet back as 
soon as you start 
toward the ball. 

Don't just turn 
your body, keeping the racquet in front 
of your body and then having to jerk it 
back. Try to beat the-ball so that- 
you're, set up waiting on your back 
foot. 

2) Transfer your weight. After 
you're set up, transfer your weight to 
your front foot, hitting the ball out in 
front. Bend both knees and make sure 
your back leg isn't locked. Both the 
front and back knees should be bent. 

3) Hit the ball well out in front of 
your body, hitting up and through the' 
ball. 

4) Finally, extend forward with both 
arms on the follow-through toward the 
target for accuracy.

the clay surface. While clay is easy 
on the knees and back, two of Aus¬ 
tin's injured areas, she hasn’t had 
an opportunity to practice on clay 
during her rehabilitation, said Jeff 
Austin. An earlier date this year 
makes Houston the first clay-court 
tournament of the season. 

“She hasn’t practiced on clay in 
so long, it wouldn’t give her much 
'time,” Austin said "But it is a for¬ 
giving surface. If she wants to play 
somewhere, she’s going to have to 
play on clay (all major tourna¬ 
ments between late March and 
June are on clay). She may come 
out of there (Indian Wells) fired up 
and want to play Houston.” 

Austin has not contacted Hous¬ 
ton tournament directors about 
the March 22 event which she 
could only play as a qualifier or 
wild-card entry. Houston has two 
wild cards which can be given out 
as late as March IB. Neither is cur¬ 
rently claimed.

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Balanced attack 

Finding grace and ugliness on the women’s professional tennis tour 


LADIES OF THE COURT. 
By Michael Mewshaw. 
Crown , $21.

T HE author of Ladies of the Court 
likens women’s professional tennis 
to a butterfly. Outwardly, it is a 
thing of grace and beauty. Underneath it is 
an ugly bug. 

The description is not unfair. Just as with 
the butterfly, both reali¬ 
ties are true for wom¬ 
en’s tennis. 

Michael Mewshaw 
spent a lot of time on 
the women’s tour to do 
this book, and most peo¬ 
ple probably would 
agree that he achieved 
the “balance” that he 
said was his goal. This is 
not an expose'. 

The author is trying to 
paint a truthful picture 
of the game. But he isn’t avoiding that area 
of curiosity (prurient or otherwise), sex. It’s 
something the women’s tennis establishment 
has never known exactly how to deal with. 

There is lesbianism on the tour, although 
probably not as much as many believe; and 
according to virtually everybody who talked 
to the author, there are male coaches sleep¬ 


ing with proteges half their age. 

All of the players who have become stars 
in the past two decades have hit the big time 
as young girls, some no older than 13 or 14. 
That goes back to Chris Evert and Martina 
Navratilova, as well as Tracy Austin and 
Andrea Jaeger, whose promising careers 
were cut short by injuries; today’s super 
stars, Monica Seles, Steffi Graf and Jenifer 
Capriati; and virtually the rest of the top 
contenders, Gigi Fernandez, Gabriela Saba- 
tinl, Conchita Martinez, the three Maleeva 
sisters, Zina Garrison, Mary Jo Fernandez 
and Arantxa Sanchez Vicario. 

Mewshaw almost never gets a word with, 
these players except at the formal press; 
conferences after matches. If he does, a 
parent, coach or somebody with the Wom¬ 
en’s Tennis Association is hanging on to 
inhibit candor. When he does get a chance to 
probe their psyches, nothing much of sub¬ 
stance comes out But these are not normal 
teen-agers, or in the case of older ones, they 
are young women who never had normal 
teen-age experiences. 

The author doesn’t glamorize any of them, 
and certainly not the life they live. He seems 
to be hardest on Seles, who was the top gun 
in 1991 when Mewshaw was following the 
tour. Seles was the most vocal person on the 
tour, and Mewshaw apparently got frus¬ 
trated because he didn’t really think she had 
anything to say (apparently sometimes Eng¬ 


lish as her second language was part of the 
problem). 

Curiously, this reader in the end had quite 
a bit of sympathy for Seles because of her 
constant efforts to put on the best face and 
stay buoyant, and because she continually 
brushed aside or virtually denied that the 
crowds always favored her opponent 

The author makes many of the fathers of 
these tennis phenoms come across quite 
unpleasantly. While battering the male is in 
vogue in many circles, Mewshaw’s descrip¬ 
tion of the fathers, and some other males 
connected to the women players, seems 
much more an attempt to truthfully focus on 
the scene than pander to feminists. 

Many people believe these young women 
would be better off delaying their profes¬ 
sional careers until they were 18 or so. But 
there is no way to force that, and financial 
considerations make it difficult for a family 
to choose that course. 

You don’t have to be a tennis fan to find a 
lot in this book interesting. One thing is sure: 
If you read it before you. go out to the 
Westside Tennis Club for the tournament 
that begins March 22, you’ll look at these 
world-famous players in a little different 
light .

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Cypress teen wows ’em in France

She had already lost the first set and 
now 13-year-old Stephy Halsell was 
down 2-4 and 15-40 to Reka Vidats of 
Hungary.

A determined Halsell eventually won 

the match, 4-6, 6- - 

4, 6-4, to take the Tennis 
championship of m—mmm—mammmm 
Les Petits As in 

Tarbes, France. An American had not 
won the tournament since 1989. Hal¬ 
sell, from Cypress, was one of just four 
Americans (two boys and two girls) in¬ 
vited and sponsored by the United 
States Tennis Association to compete in 
the annual 14s tournament. 

Along the way she defeated players 
from Sweden, Spain, France and Hun¬ 
gary. 

Last year, she sprained an ankle ear¬ 
ly in the tournament. She had a rough 
start this time away from the courts. 

She arrived on a Saturday morning but 
did not see her luggage until Sunday 
afternoon. Refusing to sit around the 
hotel room, she borrowed clothes from 
fellow American Kim Gates of Michi¬ 
gan. Her mother, Debbie Mabry, called 
USTA Coach John Hill, who accompa¬ 
nied the team, and gave him a charge- 
card number to buy tennis shoes. 

French newspaper accounts of the 
tournament called Halsell a favorite of 
the daily crowd of 5,000 because her 
spirit reminded them of Jimmy Con¬ 
nors. At one point, Halsell was treated 
to a foot-stomping and chants of 
“Stephanie” from the stands. 

She and Gates got as far as the semi¬ 
finals in the doubles competition. Gates 
fell in the singles semis to Vidats, Hal- 
sell’s eventual opponent in the finals. 

No decision has been made on wheth¬ 
er Halsell will continue in the 16s in 
U.S. competition, as she has done the 
past two years, or jump to the 18s. 

Tribute to Ashe: The Virginia Slims 
of Houston, which already had allotted 
a portion of proceeds to the Arthur 
Ashe Foundation for the Defeat of 
AIDS, is now going several steps fur¬ 
ther. 

Included in fund-raising activities 
around the March 22-28 tournament 
will be a silent auction of autographed Palmer.

Though the Virginia Slims of Hous¬ 
ton is shaping up to have one of the 
best fields in recent history, the two 
top local pros won’t be participating. 
*' Houstonian Lori McNeil, expected 
to be one of the eight seeded players, 
has withdrawn from the tournament. 
She will instead play in the Light & 
Lively Doubles tournament in Flor¬ 
ida. The two tournaments are the 
shme week, since the Virginia Slims 
of Houston moved from mid-April to 
March 22-28 this year. 

. Houston’s other local star, Zina 
Garrison-Jackson, will also miss the 


Slims. 

McNeil, ranked No. 11 in doubles, 
and partner Rennae Stubbs, ranked 
No. 10, are seeded third at the Light 
& Lively. The doubles tournament, 
which pays $65,000 to the winners 
and $30,000 to the finalists, has the 
most lucrative non-Grand Slam dou¬ 
bles payoff. Because only eight 
teams are entered, McNeil and 
Stubbs have a solid shot at reaching 
the final. 

The Houston event pays $75,000 tp 
the winner, $37,500 to the finalist and 
$18,750 to the semifinalists. With a 
field that boasts No. 1 Monica Seles 
and Olympic gold medalist Jennifer 
. Capriati, McNeil will likely earn 
more money in Florida. 


The date change was also a deter¬ 
rent to Garrison-Jackson, who never 
entered the field. Houston is now the 
earliest clay tournament, beginning 
just two days after the end of the 
hardcourt season. Garrison wanted 
more time between surfaces. 

Several new players have joined 
the field. They include Julie Halard, 
Radka Zrubakova, Sandra Cecchini, 
Sabine Hack, Ann Grossman, Iva

Eyes on ball, 
off opponent

When you hit a passing shot, the 
tendency is to look up and see where 
your opponent is while your racket is 
trying to make contact with the ball. 
It is very difficult 
to hit the ball 
clearly and accu¬ 
rately while 
watching your op¬ 
ponent. 

If your opponent 
is any good, you 
know about where 
on the net he will 
be, so you don’t 
have to look at 
him. If he isn’t any 
good, it doesn’t 
matter where he is on the net. Your 
job is to keep your head still and 
watch the ball on your racket. 

Keep your eyes trained on the spot 
where your ball made impact while 
you follow through and drill the pass¬ 
ing shot or lob. 

I remember playing a boy in Eng¬ 
land who would pass, lob or angle by 
me every time I approached the net. 
He never looked to see where I was. 

After being passed monotonously 
for several sets, I became frustrated 
and yelled at him, “You’re so lucky, 
you don’t even watch the ball!” 

Several years later, after receiving 
instruction from Australian coach 
Jack Shaw, I realized why he had been 
able to pass me. 

I equated his keeping his head down 
after impact with not seeing where 
the ball was going, and therefore not 
watching it. Of course, he was watch¬ 
ing the ball very well and didn’t even 
bother about me or the net.

The young and the restless: There’s a 


movement among players under 30 toward 
bridging the gap between collegiate play 
and USTA’s 30s competition, which is where 
the current seniors division begins.

The University of Texas’ depth turned out to 
benefit a local team as San Jacinto College picked 
up the Longhorn leftovers and ended up witn the 
No. 2-ranked player in the nation among junior 
colleges. 

South African Glyde Thompson transferred to 
San Jacinto after finding the traditionally-strong 
Longhorns couldn’t give him the playing time he 
needed. 

“The coach at UT 
called me and asked me 
if I’d be interested in 
him,” San Jacinto coach 
Steve Hyatt said, “He 
wanted to see him play 
more, but he just couldn’t 
make UT’s lineup. He 
was lost in the middle 
there, fighting for one of 
the bottom spots at UT. It 
turned out great for us.” 

Thompson earned the 
No. 2 ranking after a 
solid fall season that in¬ 
cluded a final appear¬ 
ance at the Rolex for small colleges. He was in¬ 
vited to the Rolex Nationals for NCAA Division II, 
III, NALA schools and junior colleges. Thompson 
beat the No. 2 and No. 3 seeds to again reach the fi¬ 
nals. 

“I was playing well,” Thompson said. “I could 
beat anybody. Nobody could go out and beat me. If 
I lost, it was because I didn’t play well ” 

Thompson said the transfer helped, lessening 
the pressure to allow him to focus more on his 
game. 

“When I got to UT, I wasn’t playing well at all,” 
he said. “There was a lot of pressure because if 
you lose, you drop. Everything was about winning 
and losing, not just playing. Sometimes it helps to 
lose because it makes you more focused. There, * 


winning was everything.” 

Thompson’s biggest advantages are his height 
and strength which the 6-foot-7 sophomore uses to 
intimidate his opponents. 

“He has a tendency to intimidate other people 
and he plays a power serve and volley,” Hyatt 
said. “The usual defense against (height) is the 
chip return at the feet, but he’s very good at get¬ 
ting down on that. He has a tendency to overpower 
people on every point.” 

And Thompson’s talent doesn’t just rest In sin¬ 
gles. Thompson and partner Ka-vhei Kam go into 
the spring season as the No. 5-ranked doubles 
team in the nation among junior colleges. The two 
make an interesting pair with Kam standing at 
only 5-feet-8. 

“They’re an unusual looking pair, the long and 
short of it,” Hyatt said. “But they play really well 
together. We expect them to do really well.” 

Thompson will get his first test of the spring 
season today when the Ravens face Tyler Junior 
College, which has been ranked among the Top 5. 
San Jacinto is currently ranked 6th. 

“We have the potential for the first time in a 
long time to have a national champion here,” Hy¬ 
att said. “It’s exciting.” 

a Hyatt enters the 1993 season as the Junior Col¬ 
lege Coach of the Year. He was given that honor 
by the Intercollegiate Tennis Association after 
leading the 1992 Raven women to a fifth-place fin¬ 
ish and the men to the consolation title at last 
year’s nationals. 

Hyatt was also selected Junior College Coach of 
the Year by the Texas Tennis Association. 

■ Fans at the 1989 Virginia Slims of Houston 
may feel like they discovered Monica Seles. That 
tournament was Seles’ first pro title, only two 
years before she earned the No. 1 ranking.

Though it’s not likely she’ll challenge Seles or Jen¬ 
nifer Capriati for this year’s crown, don’t count 
out 15-year-old Iva Majoli. 

You may remember her from last year, upset¬ 
ting Lori McNeil in the second round. The Houston 
event was Majoli’s first major tournament, which 
she entered as a wild card. 

The teen from Croatia, who came into last 
year’s tournament ranked No. 537, will come in 
this year with a ranking of 41. 

Besides beating McNeil, Majoli also beat No. 2 
seed Nathalie Tauziat in the second round at Indi¬ 
anapolis. She beat McNeil again in the second 
round of Oakland and was the only unseeded 
player to advance to the quarterfinals at last 
week’s Virginia Slims of Chicago. 

■ More Virginia Slims: Houston entry Sandra 
Cecchini became only the fourth women in the 
open era to earn at least one singles title for 10 
consecutive years when she won the Clarins Open 
in Paris last year. 

Cecchini has made three other Houston appear¬ 
ances. She reached the quarterfinals in 1990 and 
’92 and the semifinals in 1991. s 

■ Houstonian Richey Reneberg moved into the 
No. 1 individual spot in doubles this week. Partner 
Jim Grabb is No. 2. It was also announced that the 
duo may play doubles for the United States in Da¬ 
vis Cup first-round action. 

Even with the high rankings, It’s hard to top the 
achievements of Australians Todd Woodbridge (4) 
and Mark Woodforde (3). The pair increased their 
undefeated finals streak to 14 with a victory at the 
Kroger/St. Jude International. 

The Australians have a 14-0 record in finals 
since February 1991 when they first won together 
in Brussels.

No hard feelings on Kraft’s pullback

So Kraft isn’t exercising its option for 
exclusive negotiation to sponsor the 1995 
women’s professional tennis tour. So what 
does that mean? 

In a nutshell, it means the Women’s Ten¬ 
nis Council is going to be looking for a new 

tour sponsor. - 

Behind the com- Tennis 
plicated wording of 
Kraft’s announce¬ 
ment earlier this week is an inability for the 
two sides — Kraft and the WTC — to ham¬ 
mer out a new sponsorship agreement. The 
current one, a five-year contract, runs out 
at the end of the 1994 season. 

Both sides are quick to say, however, that 
this doesn’t mean Kraft won’t be sponsoring 
women’s tennis on some other level. It just 
^on’t be doing the whole 63-tournament 
^^Kage. And since Virginia Slims is part of 
^^tour package, it means that company (a 
sister of Kraft under the Philip Morris um¬ 
brella) won’t be sponsoring the $2.5 million 
player bonus pool, the worldwide ranking 
system and the end-of-the-year champion¬ 
ships. 

However, Virginia Slims can still negoti¬ 
ate to sponsor individual tournament titles, 
such as the Virginia Slims of Houston. 

“It boils down to a business decision,” 
said Tom Keim, director of event market¬ 
ing for Kraft. “Where they wanted to go and 
aspects of how the tour would be shaped 
were not where we wanted to be.” 

Pressed for more details, Keim said, 
“From a commercial identification stand¬ 
point, our assessment is that we would be 
getting less out of it. Some of the things they 
felt were benefits were not (benefits) in our 
assessment.” 

Taken a step further, Keim pointed to 
product merchandising, such as sample 
tasting that goes on at the tournament sites 
and local grocery stores during an event. 
Cappio, an iced cappuccino product made 
by Maxwell House, will be offered in sam¬ 
ples here in Houston during the Slims tour¬ 
nament. Keim said the value the WTC 
placed on such a merchandising activity 
was more than Kraft’s estimation of its val-

match up with what the tour has to offer,” 
she said. “We will be free to go out and look 
for and sell a fully integrated television and 
sponsorship package.” # .

In the meantime, Kraft still has almost 
two full years left on its current contract 
and a good working relationship with the 
WTC. The company recently signed a con¬ 
tract to sponsor the women’s doubles com¬ 
petition at the U.S. Open and has no inten¬ 
tion of getting out of women’s tennis. 

Women’s tennis is the richest sport in the 
world for women — this year’s tour has in 
excess of $33 million in prize money. 
Worcester said attendance is up 18 percent 
worldwide. Overall, there seem to be no 
hard feelings.

National Team Indoor.

Austin to pass Slims tourney here 


When Tracy Austin announced she 
was attempting a comeback to the 
1' professional tennis circuit, the Vir- 
' giriia Slims of Houston seemed like a 
likely tournament for her schedule. 
At the time, she had no plans. 

And though she’s been offered one 
of the two wild cards, she won’t be 
playing 
Houston 
this year, 
Austin’s 
broth¬ 
er/agent 
Jeff Austin 
confirmed. 

“Houston 
just doesn’t 
fit into her 
schedule 
right now,” 
Jeff Austin 
said. “She’s 
got a lot of 
corporate 
commitments, a lot of things on her 
plate right now ” 

Houston tournament director Bar¬ 
bara Perry confirmed that she has 
offered Austin a wild card into the 
tournament scheduled March 22-28 
at Westside Tennis Club after Austin 
had a successful showing in her 
comeback debut last week in Indian 
Wells, Calif. 

Austin, the world’s former No. 1,

made her first Kraft Tour appear¬ 
ance since 1989 last week at Indian 
Wells, Calif. She advanced to the 
third round after wins over Rennae 
Stubbs and second-seeded Katerina 
Maleeva, who will be in the Houston 
field. 

"I discussed the possibility with 
Tracy at Indian Wells, and she didn’t 
say yes, but she didn’t say no, either,” 
Perry said. 

But after reviewing her upcoming 
schedule, which includes her wed¬ 
ding April 17, Austin decided a Hous¬ 
ton appearance was impossible. She 
hasn’t played in Houston since 1983. 

“When Tracy made out her sched¬ 
ule, she didn’t plan for this,” Jeff 
Austin said. “She just planned on the 
one tournament. She’s just got too 
many other commitments right 


now. 

When Austin first announced her 
return, she scheduled only the Cali¬ 
fornia tournament in late February. 
Due to her success, she has accepted 
a wild card into the Lipton Champi¬ 
onships, which begin Friday in Key 
Biscayne, Fla. 

Austin needs three more tourna¬ 
ments to get into the Virginia Slims 
rankings. She hopes to add some Eu¬ 
ropean events to her schedule, but it 
won’t be until June, Jeff Austin said. 

The European part of the circuit, 
played mostly on clay, should be fa¬ 
vorable to Austin because it is easier 
on the body than hard courts. 

Austin was plagued by injuries 
even before the near-fatal car acci¬ 
dent that led to her re-retirement in 
1989. She had previously retired due 
to these injuries, but was set for a 
comeback when the car accident oc¬ 
curred. 

“Before this tournament, I wasn’t 
even considering playing any of the 
European events this spring. Now I 
am,” Austin said in a post-match in¬ 
terview at Indian Wells. 

■ The Houston event is shaping up 
to be one of the best ever if the re¬ 
cent play of the top competitors is 
any indication. Manuela Malee- 
va-Fragniere, who promises to be 
one of the eight seeds in Houston, 


earned her 17th career singles title ! 
last week at the EA Generali Aus¬ 
trian Indoors in Linz. That triumph 
moved her into a tie for 21st in open- 
era titles with Virginia Ruzici. Rosie 
Casals is one win ahead at the No. 20 
spot. 

Iva Majoli, who made her Kraft 
Tour debut last year in Houston, con¬ 
tinues on the upset trail. Majoli, who 
has twice upset Houstonian Lori Mc¬ 
Neil, surprised the crowd again this 
week, knocking off No. 27-ranked 
Gigi Fernandez in the first round of 
the Virginia Slims of Florida. Majoli 
was ranked No. 537 last year before 
Houston. She is currently ranked No. 
43 and will likely improve when the 
Fernandez upset is figured into the 
standings. 

■ Keep your eye on Houstonian Ri¬ 
chey Reneberg this week and next at 
the Lipton Championships. Rene¬ 
berg, who is No. 16 on the money list, 
is having one of the best singles sea¬ 
sons of his seven-year career. 

Reneberg upset No. 2 seed Stefan 
Edberg last week at the Newsweek 
Champions Cup in Indian Wells, 

Calif. It was his first victory over the 
Swede in six attempts.

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Sabatini’s all-around game overwhelms Cecchini

To beat the best, a player must 
have a complete game. It takes more 
than just a devastating serve, more 
than just impressive groundstrokes. 

And if Friday’s Virginia Slims of 
Houston quarterfinal match was any 
indication, Gabriela Sabatini is 
quickly developing that complete 
game. 

The No. 1-seeded Argentine daz¬ 
zled fans from the baseline and at 
the net, taking an easy win from 
Sandra Cecchini 6-2, 6-1 at the West- 
side Tennis Club. 


“She volleys very well,” said coach 
Dennis Ralston, who left Southern 
Methodist University two weeks ago 
to work with Sabatini. “We both 
recognize that to beat the best, to 
beat (Steffi) Graf and (Monica) Seles 
and (Martina) Navratilova, you’ve 
got to go in (to the net) some — not 
all the time, because she’s great 
from the baseline, of course.” 

Sabatini went to the net 23 times, 
winning 16 of those points against the 
unseeded Italian. Cecchini won only 
three points at the net. 

“I think we both know what it’s 
going to take to be No. 1,” Ralston 
said. “She’s going to have to improve 
quickness and strength and work on 


her second serve. I’m real pleased 
with the way she’s playing. She’s real 
conscious of the little things and 
she’s getting them done.” 

In other quarterfinal action, No. 3 
seed Conchita Martinez of Spain 
defeated Argentinian qualifier Pa¬ 
tricia Tarabini 6-3, 6-2. No. 4 seed 
Jana Novotna of the Czech Republic 
overcame 43 unforced errors to 
down Radka Zrubakova of Slovakia 
6-3, 7-5. 

Germany’s Sabine Hack was the 
only unseeded player to advance. 
Hack had an easy time with Russian 
Tatiana Ignatieva 6-0,6-3. Ignatieva, 
who upset No. 2-seeded Jennifer 
Capriati in second-round play, 


scored only six points in the first set, 
21 for the match. Hack .played a 
near-flawless first set, with a 100- 
percent first-serve accuracy and no 
unforced errors. 

It took No. 5-ranked Sabatini only 
72 minutes to knock off Cecchini, 
who easily defeated No. 7 seed Kat¬ 
erina Maleeva in second-round ac¬ 
tion. Sabatini drilled 17 winners and 
had only 16 unforced errors to Cec- 
chini’s 35. 

“Today was a tougher match,” 
Sabatini said. “She gets everything 
back, so I had more rhythm. 

“I’m real pleased with my perfor¬ 
mance. I’m playing very good. I’m 
very confident.” 


Sabatini faces Martinez at 1 p.m. 
today in semifinal action. They have 
met 10 times, with Sabatini winning 
eight. Martinez’s last victory over 
Sabatini came in the quarterfinals of 
the 1990 Lipton Players Champion¬ 
ships. They played three times last 
year. All three were on clay and 
were won by Sabatini, with Martinez 
taking only one set. 

“I know all the matches we’ve 
played were very tough,” Sabatini 
said. “I have to start playing very 
concentrated from the beginning and 
take control.” 

Martinez has played all matches 
this week with an injured middle 
finger on her right hand. She chipped 


a bone playing soccer between 
matches before her second-round 
appearance. 

Hack and Novotna will match up 
in the evening semifinal. Novotna 
won their only two meetings, but 
both were back in 1986. 

Hack, who never has played a 
night match, practiced under the 
lights Friday during Sabatini’s con¬ 
test to prepare herself. 

Hack reached only one semifinal 
last year. She had not advanced past 
the second round of any tournament 
this year. 

Novotna has appeared in one final 
and two semifinals this year. 


Stars rise 
on Slims’

If you’re looking for rising wom¬ 
en’s stars on the Kraft Tour, you 
usually need to look no further than 
the Virginia Slims of Houston. 

Three times in the last five years, 
relative newcomers from the Nick 
Bollettieri Tennis Academy in Bra¬ 
denton, Fla., have come to the clay 
courts of the Westside Tennis Club 
and taken world-ranked players by 
storm.

• Hack in the quarterfinals. Ignatieva 
advanced to the quarters with a 6-3, 
6-2 win over No. 120 Laura Golarsa 
and a stunning 2-6, 7-6 (9-7), 6-2 upset 
of second-seeded and sev¬ 
enth-ranked Jennifer Capriati. 

• One reason Houston is a break¬ 
through site for Bollettieri players is 
that International Management 
Group owns Bollettieri’s tennis 
camp and the Virginia Slims of 
Houston, one of five women’s tourna¬ 
ments in the United States owned by 
IMG. 

“We try to save our two wild cards 
for them,” tournament director Bar¬ 
bara Perry said, “but I don’t really 
know why they do so well here.” 

Another boost for Bollettieri’s 
players is Westside’s clay courts. 
Seles, Majoli and Ignatieva grew up 
on the clay courts of Eastern Eu¬ 
rope, which eases their transition 
1 from the amateur to pro ranks. 

! “Obviously that’s a surface they do 
very well on and are more comfort¬ 
able with,” said Greg Breunich, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the academy. 
“More importantly, we map out 
their schedules way in advance and 
adapt their training so they peak at 
those events. 

“Houston is a big tennis market 
and big tennis town and our players 
have always fared well there. It’s 
also one of the first spring tourna¬ 
ments where we can send them out 
with a coach.” 

Although Bollettieri players are 
groomed to succeed, upsets like Ig¬ 
natieva’s win over Capriati are un¬ 
expected. 

“That’s a surprise for everybody,” 
Breunich said. “For Tatiana to beat 
„a player of Jennifer’s caliber is a 
tremendous highlight in her career. 
That’s just another example of the 
significant depth in women’s tennis. 

“There’s also not a lot of pressure 
when someone like Tatiana steps out 
there against Jennifer, so upsets 
tend to happen.” 

Ignatieva, who had 31 unforced 
errors in her loss to Hack, said she 
felt more comfortable playing Ca¬ 
priati. 

« “"You can’t let the ranking and the 
Aflame get to you,” said Ignatieva, 
‘who entered the tournament ranked 
330 and leaves no worse than 119.

Houston feels like it discovered 
Monica Seles who came to town as a 
virtual unknown and left as the tour¬ 
nament champion in 1989. She had 
started that year ranked No. 86.

The rest has be¬ 
come history as Seles is well on her 
way to having the best winning per¬ 
centage in the history of women’s 
tennis. 

Last year, Houston discovered Iva 
Majoli. The then-14-year-old came 
into last season ranked No. 798. When 
she came to Houston, it was her first 
non-satellite event. She knocked off 
Lori McNeil for her first major win 
and went on to finish the season with 
a No. 50 ranking. This year, the teen¬ 
ager from Croatia has already 
climbed to No. 36 and is being touted 
as one of the most promising players 
on the Kraft Tour. 

Sound familiar? Perhaps history 
will be repeated with this week’s 
newcomer, Tatiana Ignatieva, the 
18-year-old hard-hitting Russian 
who upset Jennifer Capriati in sec- 
■ ond-round action. 

“You hate to lose Capriati, but it’s 
nice to give the new, young girls the 
opportunity to play the good play¬ 
ers,” tournament director Barbara 
Perry said. “Even if she hadn’t won, 
it would have been a good experi¬ 
ence for her.” 

So what’s bringing these players to 
Houston? You can thank the Interna¬ 
tional Management Group and the 
Nick Bollettieri Academy for those 
three. Seles, Majoli and Ignatieva 
are all products of the Bollettieri 
Academy in Bradenton, Fla. 

IMG, which puts on the Virginia 
Slims of Houston, also represents 
Boilettieri’s — a perfect match for 
Houston fans. 

“We try to provide opportunities 
for players who they (Bollettieri 
coaches) think are up and coming 
and ready to play in this type of tour¬ 
nament,” said Perry, who gave one 


“We pretty much do it (choose wild 
cards) by committee,” Perry added, 
“but if somebody at the Academy 
says they’ve got somebody who’s 
ready, it carries some weight. Their 
track record really speaks for it¬ 
self.” 

Houston’s status as one of only 
three clay court tournaments in the 
United States and now as the first 
clay court tournament (of the sea¬ 
son) also helps bring talent to town, 
Perry said. 

“The surface and the date have a 
lot to do with it,” she said. “We’re 
leading into the clay court season. 
This time of the year, everybody 
wants to play. No one’s burned out 
yet. No one’s tired. And they want 
the matches before it’s time to go to 
Europe.” 

■ Look for more Bollettieri prote¬ 
ges this week at the River Oaks In¬ 
ternational. Bollettieri will be debut¬ 
ing Tommy Haas, one of its most 
promising students this week. Haas 
has never played a professional tour¬ 
nament before.

N O, THIS ISNT another 
entire from The 776 
Stupidest Things Ever 
Said book, although it's a great 
candidate for the sequel. 

Seles* ironic opinion of tennis 
stars like Steffi Graf and Jennifer 
Capriati comes from Ladies Of The 
Court , Michael Mewshaw's new 
expose on the women's tour. 

Trouble is, Mewshaw doesn't 
expose very much. He gossips plen¬ 
ty about eating disorders (30 
percent of the players, he says), 
player-coach sexual relations (12 
players), lesbianism (lots and lots), 
fathers beating their daughters, 
steroid abuse and world-caliber 
greediness^ 

When it comes to naming names, 
though, Mewshaw comes up short 
His reluctance to get specific 
leaves the book a big tease. 

Mewshaw spent one year, chasing 
tennis players around the world, 
from New York to Australia. Un¬ 
fortunately he didn't catch many. 

"I knew it was harder to gain 
access to a top player than to line 
up an audience with the president 
or the pope," he writes. 

That's where I have to question 
Mewshaw and wonder if the prob¬ 
lem lies with gun-shy players or 
with Mewshaw. 

Each year, I cover the Virginia 
Slims of Houston tournament. It is 
not hard to gain access to a top 
player.

* , At the 1991 Houston event, the * 
year Mewshaw chronicles in Ladies 
of the Court ; I sat down for a one- 
on-one interview with Monica 
Seles, No. 1 in the world. 

Mewshaw complains that the 
players are coached to be cautious 
and say nothing. To be honest, I had 
trouble shutting Seles up. 

It wasn't only Seles, every play¬ 
er at the Houston tournament was 
available. 

Once you get beyond Mewshaw's 
droning about weird behavior on 
the tour — but no names — Ladies 
of the Court becomes a dishy, fun 
look at women's tennis. 

For example, players are obli¬ 
gated to attend mass press confer¬ 
ences after every match. Most 
players arrive sweaty, straight 
from the court. Gabriela Sabatini 
makes reporters wait for an hour 
while she showers, shampoos and 
puts on makeup. 

In her native Hungarian, the 
word Seles means "windy." See, I 
told you. 

Most of the players have little 
education. Sabatini dropped out of 
junior high school at age 13 and 
never had a tutor on tour. Mary 

* Pierce quit at 16. Pierce's father 

* said, “High school is some guy 

; scratching his butt and wanting to 

; sell my daughter crack cocaine." 

Tennis officials want reporters 
to interview Mary Joe Fernandez. 
They point out that Mary Joe 
finished school. Mary Joe likes to 
point that out, too. 

“My foundation has been very 
good, that's why I stayed in school," 
she said. As for the dropouts, “I 
don't want to judge people, but it's 
sad." 

Fernandez wasn't exactly vale¬ 
dictorian at Harvard. When they 
say she “finished school," they’re 
talking about high school. 

Monica Seles has a fat tush. She 
is addicted to butter. She puts but¬ 
ter on french fries, meat, even piz¬ 
za. She once asked her clothing 
company, Fila, if she could design 
her own outfits. Fila declined. 

“It's not nice to say, but Monica 
has a big (rear end)," a Fila spokes¬ 
man said. “She doesn't realize how 
big it is and how that limits what 
she can wear."

IMG boss McCormack began sport’s business generation

In a time when most business 
deals are hashed out after months 
or sometimes years of negotiations 
and mounds of paper, it seems an 
eternity ago that empires could be 
born out of a handshake. 

But that’s exactly what hap¬ 
pened to Mark McCormack, 
founder, chief executive officer 
and chairman of Cleveland-based 
sports and entertainment con¬ 
glomerate International Manage¬ 
ment Group. Currently overseeing 
50 offices in 21 countries, McCor¬ 
mack was named by Sports Illus¬ 
trated as the most powerful man in 
sports today. He was listed by the 

• don Sunday Times as one of the 
0 people who most influenced 
20th century. Tennis Magazine 
and Golf Magazine have both se¬ 
lected him as the most influential 
person in their respective sports. 

McCormack was here Tuesday, 
speaking to a group of civic leaders 
at the Omni Houston Hotel. The 
author of four internationally ac¬ 
claimed books shared his view¬ 
points on a variety of sports issues 
— including the ever-exploding 
sports dollar, and the likely with¬ 
drawal of Kraft as a sponsor of the 
women’s tennis tour and its effect 
on the Virginia Slims of Houston . 

McCormack is a walking exam¬ 
ple of sport’s business evolution. It 
was only as far back as 1960 when 
he approached a young golfer 
named Arnold Palmer about legal 
representation. McCormack, who 
graduated from the College of Wil¬ 
liam & Mary and got a law degree 
from Yale University, was certain 
he could put his skills to use to 
further the golfer’s career. The two 
shook hands and McCormack went 
to work. 

Soon after, McCormack signed 
an unknown South African named 
Gary Player and a newly turned 
professional named JackNicklaus. 
At the time, legal representation 
was unheard of in the sporting

thought people needed help,” 
said McCormack, who played No. 1 
on his William & Mary team. “It 
seems pretty obvious as you sit 
here now, but sports weren’t very 
big then and nobody was specializ¬ 
ing in it full time.

“I was a golfer, but I wasn’t good 
enough to really do well in the 
tournaments. I just wanted a way 
to stay in it and use my legal 
training.” 

Not even McCormack could pro¬ 
ject just how important that legal 
training would become in the field 
of sports. When he started, there 
was no such thing as collective 
bargaining agreements or players 
unions. Free agency, incentive 
clauses and revenue sharing were 
still far in the future. While the 
NCAA sets rules and regulations 
for the recruitment of college ath¬ 
letes today, 30 years ago it was a 
free for all. 

“There used to be no regulations 
at all,” McCormack said. “It used 
to be you could go onto college 
campuses and pay people off. They 
still do a lot of that, but there it was 
blatant, open. Now, it’s at least a 
little bit more settled.” 

But it’s probably been television 
— specially cable — that has been 
the single largest factor in the 
widespread growth of the industry. 
In 1960, you couldn’t flip channels 
and find four different baseball 
games on at any one time. There 
was no such thing as television 
owning the rights to NFL games. 
Even rugby, Australian rules foot¬ 
ball and bowling are regular tele¬ 
vision venues in the 90s. 

“It takes sports into the living 
room,” McCormack said. “It’s also 


the fact that companies are start¬ 
ing to use sports to really market, 
products. In the past, it was print 
advertising primarily, secondarily 
T.V. advertising. T.V. was still 
fairly new 30 years ago ” 
Paralleling the expansion of 
sports has been the expansion of 
IMG, which now employs over 
1,300 experts in the fields of mar- 
* keting, finance, law, broadcasting, 
tax, publishing, public relations 
and sports and arts management. 

The idea is simple. IMG gets a 
client — either an athlete, a corpo¬ 
ration or event — and handles its 
affairs from start to finish. With an 
athlete, such as Joe Montana, IMG 
assigns an agent who handles ev¬ 
erything from contract negotia¬ 
tions and endorsements to travel 
arrangements and even tax and 
investment planning. For events, 
such as Wimbledon, IMG puts up 
the prize money, finds sponsors 
and handles all arrangements such 
as ticket sales and publicity and 
paying for the golf course or tennis 
facility. 

In the 90s, it’s almost impossible 
to be a professional athlete without 
first signing with an agent 
“If he’s smart, he wouldn’t (sign a 
pro contract without an agent’s 
help),” McCormack said. “That’s 
like treating an illness without a 
doctor, or going into real estate 
without a lawyer.” 

IMG is especially dominant in 
the field of tennis, where it repre¬ 


sents most of the top men and 
women. It also controls most of the 
players in football, hockey and 
figure skating, though it has clients 
in all sports. Some of IMG’s bigger 
clients include Andre Agassi, Chris 
Evert, Jennifer Capriati, Monica 
Seles, Martina Navratilova, Jim 
Courier, Ivan Lendl, Herschel 
Walker, Wayne Gretzky, Curtis 
Strange, Nick Faldo and Tim 
Raines. 

It represents Wimbledon, the 
British Open, Rolex, the Mayo 
Clinic and the Nobel Foundation. It 
owns and operates five tennis tour¬ 
naments in the United States, in¬ 
cluding the Virginia Slims of Hous ¬ 
ton (since 1987 ). and has been pri- 
mariiy responsible for getting top 
names such as Navratilova, Evert, 
Seles and Capriati to town. 

“By miles and miles and miles. 
We’re light years ahead of every¬ 
body else,” said McCormack about 
IMG’s domination of tennis, golf 
and hockey. “Everything you want 
to look at — size, number of clients, 
quality of clients. (It’s) talent. 
We’re very good and we’re the only 
multinational company in the busi¬ 
ness. 

“How can you represent a tennis 
player that’s playing all over the 
world, without having an office in 
Australia or Germany or Canada 
or Tokyo? We do and nobody else 
does. So, if you’re a client and you 
want to be well represented glob¬ 
ally, you have no other choice 
really.” 

It took about three years for 
McCormack to expand enough to 
open an office and increase his 
staff. Since then, he’s gone outside 
the sports realm to include such 
projects as corporate sponsorships, 
television personalities and mod¬ 
els. His newest division, almost 
nine years old now, is classical 
music. IMG is currently the second 
largest representer of classical 
musicians and concerts, in the 
world and the largest international 
promoter. 

And though his foresight has 
been attributed to marketing ge¬ 
nius, McCormack admits business 
has taken off to levels that he never 
expected. 

“I’ve been very lucky,” he said. 
“My timing was perfect. I knew it 
(sports) was going to grow, but I 
don’t think I had any grasp as to the j 
magnitude.”

Dealing with the heat has been the first order of business for players at the Australian Open, 
where temperatures on centre court reached 140°. Kathleen Stroia, head trainer for the 
Women’s Tennis Association, has posted these recommendations in the training room: 

Preventative is the key: 

1. Drink, drink, drink. Before a match always drink water and juices, not soft 
drinks. 

2. Drink and sip fluids - about one litre of water 1 to 2 hours before a match, and 
then intermittently throughout the match. 

3. Replace electrolytes, they’re energy boosters. They are found naturally in 
bananas, melons, tomatoes, pineapple or in drink preparations such as Gatorade. 

4. Eat high energy foods — pasta, rice, fruits, cereals and breads, pancakes. 

5. Wear white or light colors that ar loose fitting. 

6. Wear a hat. 

7. Take time between points. 

8. Avoid sun before playing. 

9. Don’t panic, control your breathing. 

10. Place wet, cold towels around neck. 

11. After the match, stretch and continue drinking. Lying down or sitting can lead 
to stiffness or cramps. 

12. Change sweat-soaked clothes. 

For skin protection, the best bet is a high number UVA protection, i.e. 40+. Make sure it’s 
waterproof and to apply throughout the match. Total coverup for vulnerable areas, such as 
nose and lips is recommended, i.e. zinc oxide in neon colors.

Lori McNeil. Slated for March 22-28 at the Westside Tennis Club, the Virginia 
Slims of Houston, presented by K-Lite, 93.7 FM, is the 15th stop on the 1993 Kraft 
Tour.

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It was also announced by Perry that retired champion Chris Evert will be 
doing television commentary for the singles final of the Virginia Slims of Houston, 
to be broadcast on the Home Sports Entertainment channel, (HSE). A legend in 
women’s tennis, Evert was never ranked lower than No. 4 for eighteen years, from 
1972-1989, and won at least one Grand Slam title per year for thirteen years, from 
1974-1986. Evert played in the Virginia Slims of Houston seven years, from 1974 
to 1989, and won the tournament five of those years, in 1974, 1975, 1986, 1987 and

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1988. Her last official series tournament appearance was at the 1989 U.S.Open, when she 
announced her retirement With her husband Andy Mill, she hosts the annual Chris Evert 
Pro/Celebrity tennis event to support hurricane relief and fight drug abuse in South Florida. 

In 1992, Capriati, ranked No. 7 in the Virginia Slims Rankings, reached the 
quarterfinals of three Grand Slam events; the Australian Open, French Open and Wimbledon, 
as well as the Virginia Slims Championships. She won the Gold Medal at the 1992 Summer 
Olympics by defeating Steffi Graf, and has defeated all of the players ranked higher than 
herself.

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No. 9 ranked Jana Novotna is also making her first appearance at the Virginia Slims 
of Houston. In 1992, Novotna upset Steffi Graf in the semifinals of the Virginia Slims of 
Chicago, her third defeat over Graf in five meetings, including an opening-round upset over 
Graf at the 1991 Virginia Slims Championships. She also has career wins over Monica Seles, 
Gabriela Sabatini, Arantxa Sanchez Vicario, Katerina Maleeva and Pam Shriver. 

Manuela Maleeva-Fragniere is the oldest of three sisters who all compete successfully 
on the women’s professional tennis circuit. All three are in the top 20; Manuela is ranked the 
highest at No. 10; Katerina, who is also playing in the 1993 Virginia Slims of Houston, is 
ranked No. 16; and Magdalena, the youngest, is close behind at No. 17. All three sisters are 
seeded at the 1993 Australian Open; Manuela is seeded 9th, Katerina 14th, and Magdalena 
15th. In 1992, Manuela became one of only 19 players to capture 400 match wins, with a 
defeat of Wiltrud Probst in the quarterfinals at Barcelona. 

Katerina Maleeva reached the semifinals of six tournaments in 1992: at Indian Wells;

No. 20 ranked Julie Halard will be making her first appearance at the 

Virginia Slims of Houston.

No. 41 ranked Iva Majoli is making her second appearance at the Virginia Slims of 
Houston. As a wild card in last year’s tournament, she upset Lori McNeil 6-3, 6-3 in the 
second round, before losing to tournament finalist Zina Garrison-Jackson 6-3, 6-4 in the 
quarterfinals. Her ranking jumped 352 spots, from No. 537 to No. 185. She defeated McNeil 
again in 1992, in the second round of Oakland, and also defeated the No. 2 seed Nathalie 
Tauziat in the second round at Indianapolis, before falling to eventual tournament finalist 
Linda Harvey-Wild in the quarterfinals. She was the only unseeded player to advance to the 
quarterfinals at last week’s Virginia Slims of Chicago; when she entered that tournament she 
was ranked No. 50. 

Radka Zrubakova, ranked No. 32, will be playing for the second time in the Virginia 
Slims of Houston. In 1991, she reached the round of 16, to fall to Monica Seles, who won 
the tournament for the second time that year. She had wins in 1992 over Judith Wiesner (in 
the third round of Lipton), Ann Grossman (in the quarterfinals of Toronto), Magdalena 
Maleeva (in the quarterfinals of the European Open), and Jana Novotna (in the third round of 
the German Open). 

No. 34 ranked Sandra Cecchini will be making her fourth appearance at the Virginia 
Slims of Houston, having reached the quarterfinals in both 1992 and 1990, and the semifinals

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in 1991 when she lost to the tournament winner that year, Monica Seles. In 1992, when she 
won the Clarins Open in Paris, she became only the fourth woman in the open-era to earn at 
least one singles title for ten consecutive years. Martina Navratilova, Chris Evert and Evonne 
Goolagong are the other three. 

In her first appearance at the Virginia Slims of Houston last year, Sabine Hack fell to 
Cecchini in the round of 16, in a two-set match that went to a tie break in both sets. In 1992, 
she upset top-seed Manuela Maleeva-Fragniere in the second round of the European Open, and 
also reached the fourth round of the French Open with a win over Mary Joe Fernandez. She 
also had victories in 1992 against Lori McNeil and Katerina Maleeva. 

Ann Grossman, ranked No. 38, is making her second appearance at the Houston 
tournament, after reaching the quarterfinals in 1991, where she lost to Mary Joe Fernandez. 
She reached the semifinals of the 1992 Indian Wells tournament with wins over Akiko 
Kjimuta, Catarina Lindqvist, Kathy Rinaldi and Amy Frazier (the first time she defeated 
Frazier since they were juniors). She eventually lost to Conchita Martinez. 

Linda Harvey-Wild, making her third appearance at the Virginia Slims of Houston, is 
currently No. 43 in the Virginia Slims Rankings. In 1991, she reached the semifinals, with 
wins over Gigi Fernandez, Tami Whitlinger and Gabriela Mosca, before falling to Mary Joe 
Fernandez. In 1992, she lost to Sandra Cecchini in the round of 32. At the 1992 Eastbourne 
tournament, she handed then-No. 4 ranked Martina Navratilova her earliest round loss since

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1981, with a 6-3, 6-7(4-7), 6-3 win in the second round. She went on to the final of the 
tournament, falling to Lori McNeil 6-4, 6-4. She reached the final of 1992 Indianapolis by 
defeating Mary Lou Daniels, Katrina Adams, Iva Majoli and Katerina Maleeva, eventually 
losing to Helena Sukova. She also had wins in 1992 against Helen Kelesi, Jo Durie and Eva 
Pfaff.

The Foundation has commited 
itself to continuing the $5 million, 15-month campaign which was begun prior to 
Ashe’s death, and the Kraft Tour has pledged its support of the campaign. Toward 
that end, the Houston tournament raised a total of $12,223 through several fund 
raising initiatives, including the following: 

* A silent auction held on-site at the tournament throughout the week, which 

culminated on Saturday night raised $5,965. Some of the items auctioned 
and the winning bids were: 

• Chris Evert’s autographed tennis racquet went for $625 

• Jennifer Capriati’s tennis shoes and skirt went for $150 apiece 

• Monica Seles’ autographed racquet netted $275 

• Andre Agassi’s autograph garnered $500, as did Houston Rocket 
Hakeem Olajuwon’s 

• Party at Isabell Gerhart’s raised $500 

• Autographed footballs from Houston Oilers Warren Moon and Ray 
Childress raised $200 and $125 respectively 


Sales of merchandise from the Arthur Ashe Foundation booth on-site at the 
tournament netted $3,790 
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♦ Corporate sponsor Lexus hosted a fast serve contest, with a donation of 
$1000 plus the speed of the fastest serve by one of the tournament players 
during the week. They rounded the contribution up to $1,200. 

* Tiebreak Tournaments raised $617, and a fund raising drive by tournament 
volunteers netted $65 L
